" We are here to see what the British Parli- 
ament can do to help the PLO and to see 
things first hand,” a spokesman for the deleg- 
ation said upon meeting the commando 
leader. Anthony Marlow, a Conservative 
member of parliament, said Arafat expressed 
hopes that Britain would play a major role in 
bringing about a European initiative because 
the British knew more about the Middle East 
and Palestine than any other European coun- 
try from' their past involvement in the area. 

”,\rafat also said that Israeli troops were 
massing withe Lebanese border for a major 
attack against Palestinian positions. 

Sources close to the British delegation 
quoted Arafat as telling them that four Israeli 
brigades were present on the South Lebanese 
border. 

They said he identified the Israeli forces as 
two tank brigades, one para troop brigade and 
the Elite. Ciolani commando brigade, which 
last month launched a majui attack on Pales- 
tinian positions in South Lebanon.

Carrington meets 
Bahrain premier 

LONDON, Sept. 17 (R) — Bahrain's 
Prime Minister , Sheikh Khalifa Bin Saimaa 
Al- Khalifa, Wednesday discussed Nfiddle 
East problems with British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington in talks lasting more than 
one hour. They were primarily devoted to the 
Arab- Israeli dispute and the Middle East 
fact-finding mission being carried out for the 
European Economic Community (EEQ by 
Luxembourg Foreign Minister Gaston 
Thom, a British Foreign Office spokesman 
said. 

Gulf questions, Iran and Afghanistan were 
also mentioned during the talks. “It was 
agreed that bilateral relations were in an 
excellent state,” the British spokesman said. 
Sheikh Khalifa is on an official visit to Britain 
and had talks Tuesday with Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher. 


ANKARA, Sept. 17 (AP) — In banning 
all political activity, the Turkish military put 
the lid on an Islamic movement that has led 
j an increasingly strident campaign to move 
[ Turkey away from its pro-Western stance. 

A Muslim rally on Sept. 0, during which 
hundreds refused to stand for Turkey's 
national amhera, provoked the generals 
who consider themselves the guards of the 
secui.T precepts of modem Turkey, accord- 
ing t<; abst ver^ and dip- 

lomats. 7 

Gen. Kenan Evren'who led the military 
Coup last Friday, described the rally at a 
news conference Tuesday as one of those 
events that “have opened the eyes of our 
people. They saw the full magnitude of the 
danger.” 

While observers discount the possibility 
of a groundswell for an Islamic revolution 
like that which swept neighboring Iran. 
Muslims had become increasingly vocal 
with the support of the country's third 
largest political party, the National Salva- 
tion Party. 

In recent months, these groups intro- 
duced d' bill in parliament to require the 
teaching of Arabic in elementary schools 
and successfully lobbied for an -annex for 
prayers in Istanbul* s Hagq Sophia, turned 
into a mosque and then declared a museum 
by Kemal Ataturk. who created a secular 
state after the Ottoman Empire in 1922. 

At the same time, the Islamic movement 
stepped up the campaign for this predomin- 
ant Muslim nation to break relations 'with 
Israel and to move closer to the Arabrworld. 


One week before the coup, the Salvation 
Party mustered the support of opposition 
groups in parliament and ousted Foreign 
Minister Hayrettin Erkraen in a censure 
morion questioning the government's ties 
with Israel, its commitments to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and its failure 
to support the’ Muslim rebels in Afghanis- 
tan. 

For its rally, the Salvation Party chose 
Konya, a party strong-hold and center of 
conservative religious life south of Ankara. 

As invited r e^:r.-e!r.vLh «?-• "■ Inq. rat- 
tan, Sudan, the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization and Afghan refugees looked on. 
thousands of Muslims called for the seizure 
of Jerusalem from the Israelis. Some held 
up banners in Arabic asking for the intro- 
duction in Turkey of the Sharia, the Muslim 
legal axle. The banners said, “Sharia Will 
Come, Violence Will End.” 

Religious men have long spoken out 
against trends toward Westernization in 
Turkey. 

The National Salvation Party was formed 
in 1972, a successor to the National Order 
Party banned by the constitutional court on 
grounds of anti-secular aciivites. It runs 
strongest in provincial areas of the country, 
appealing to Muslims, businessmen and 
small landowners. 

In rounding up political leaders, the army 
picked up Erbakan and put him on the 
island of Uwunada off Izmir, along with the 
leader of a far-right party, Agpaslan 
Turkes. The Salvation Party's 29 members 
of. parliament have also reportedly been 
picked up. 


Yamani rules out production cut 


OPEC concludes meeting; 
fails on long-term strategy

VIENNA. Sept. 17 — OPEC foreign, 
finance and oil ministers concluded three 
days of negotiations with almost no visible 
progress on the long term strategy. Oil Minis- 
ter Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani said after rhe 
breakup of the meeting, bur before a further 
Wednesday session oil ministers, thai his 
country still would not cut its production of 
9.5 million barrels a day jt least for the rest of 
the year. 

A cut in Saudi Arabian output had been 
demanded by OPEC militants as part of the 
deal for talking about the long-term price and 
production strategy. “We will be meeting this 
afternoon to discuss prices but not produc- 
tion." Yamani said. 

The next opportunity for the oil ministers 
to meet on the subject of Long-Term- 
Slrategy will be Oct. 14. The ministers 
scheduled the meeting in their morning ses- 
sion Wednesday. 

The location of the October meeting which 
was not announced will be somewhere in 
Europe. 

Text of Communique 

Following is the text of the final communique 
issued Wednesday by OPEC at close of the iri- 
ministeriaJ meeting: 

A tri- ministerial meeting of the ministers of fore- 
ign affairs, petroleum and finance of the Organiza- 
tion of the Petroleum Exporting Countries 
lOPEQ was held in Vienna, Austria, from 1 5th to 
17 th September and the meeting was formally 
opened and addressed by H.E. Muhammad S. 
Ben vahia. minister of foreign affairs of Algeria and 
head of its delegation, who was unanimously 
elected president of the meeting. H.E. Tayah 
Abdul Karim, minister of oil of Iraq and head of its 
delegation, was unanimously elected alternate 
president. It was further unanimously agreed that 
H.E. Abdul Karim would as from now preside over 
the meeting and chair its discussions related to the 
preparations of the second summit meeting of 
s r/ereigns and heads of state of OPEC member 
.entries. lo be held in Baghdad: Iraq, early in 
November this year. 

The meeting discussed the report of the long- 
term strategy committee in the light of the outcome 
of the 5oih ( extraordinary) meeting of the confer- 
ence of petroleum ministers which convened in 
Taif, Saudi Arabia, on 7th and 8th May. 1980 on 
said report. It also considered the report on a draft 
plan of action on OPECs long-term strategy, pre- 
sented by H.E. Ahmed Zaki Yamani. minister of 
petroleum and mineral resources of Saudi Arabia, 
as chairman of the Long-Term Strategy Ministerial 
Committee, on aspects of implementing that 
strategy and expressed its appreciation for the 
work (hat had been done. Furthermore, the draft of 
a policy declaration of sovereigns and heads of 
state was discussed, and a final form will be put 
forward for consideration to the tri-ministerial 
meeting which is scheduled to be held a few days 
prior to the summit. 

The meeting's deliberations covered the three 
major aspects of said strategy, on which recom- 
mendations would be finally subrained to the 
sovereigns and heads of state in their forthcoming 
summit meeting for their consideration on : 

1) The longterm hydrocarbon pricing policies 
of OPEC, 

2) OPEC ’s relationship with the other develop- 
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Turkish police chief slain 
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ANKARA. Turkey, Sept. 17 (Agencies) 
— Suspected leftist revolutionary Dev-Sol 
attackers murdered an Istanbul district police 
commander Wednesday morning as he left 
home for work, sources said. Aykut Gene. 
32, was caught in a spray of at least 10 pistol 
shots as he started his. car in the upper doss 
Sisli district His wife rushed to his aid. but 
the police commander was reported killed 
instantly. His wife was seriously wounded 
one report said. 

The assassination was termed typical of 
Dev-Sol operations and similar to the murdei 
of former Prime Minister Nihat Erim in 
Istanbul last July. Witnesses said Gene was 
alone at the time of the attack. 

Earlier Wednesday morning the revolutio- 
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nary Dev-Sol group telephoned newspapers 
to warn that it was planning violent retalia- 
tion soon against the military coup that top- 
pled the country’s civilian government six 
days ago. 

Meanwhile, top military sources said Mon- 
day the ruling generals hope to name a new 
civilian cabinet by early November, but con- 
ceded it might be well more than a year 
before the country fully returns to dvilian 
authority. The sources also said the five-man 
ruling national security council, made up of 
the country s five top soldiers, would establ- 
ish sped a! military courts by the ead of the 
month and begin trying terrorists and politi- 
cians rounded up since Friday's coup. 

Earlier Tuesday coup leader Gen. Kenan 
Evren told his first news conference in the 
prime ministry that his ruling national sec- 
urity council would name a new civilian 
cabinet by the end of the week. 

Military sources said the most likely candi- 
dates for the job of prime minister to replace 
the toppled Suleyman Demirel are: 

— Turhan Feyzioglu, chairman of the tiny 
Republican Reliance Party. He had held high 
posts in past governments and is considered a 
moderate.

Somoza assassinated 

BUENOS AIRES. Sept. 17 (AP) - 
Former Nicaraguan dictator Anastasio Som- 
oza and two companions were killed Wed- 
nesday in an explosion which ripped apart the 
automobile which they were riding on a street 
in a residential area of this capital. Para- 
guayan radio stations reported. The bodies of 
Somoza and his two companions, believed to 
be his chauffeur and a bodyguard, were taken 
to a local hospital, radio reports said. Som- 
oza. who was overthrown in a bloody civil 
war. arrived in Paraguay Aug. IS. 1979, and 
was granted asylum by Paraguayan President 
Alfredo Stroessner.

Saud, Austrians end talks 


VIENNA, Sept. 17 (AP) — Foreign Minis- 
ter Prince Saud Al-Faisal Wednesday ended 
a two-day official visit of Austria in which 
economic issues and the Middle East situa- 
tion were main topics. He left by air for home. 
He had arrived here Monday to join the con- 
ference of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries ( OPEC) before starting 
his official visit Tuesday. 

Besides his talks with Foreign Minister 
Willibald Pahr. Prince Saud met with Presi- 
dent Rudolf Kirchuchlaeger and Chancellor 
Bruno Krcisky. He told newsmen that Saudi 
Arabia welcomed the .support of the Austrian 


government for the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization. 

While an economic cooperation agreement 
of the two countries will be finalized during a 
visit of Pahr in Riyadh, the Austrian foreign 
minister said one of the agreements already 
in effect brings 35.000 barrels of Saudi Ara- 
bian oil each day to Austria. Pharsaid Saudi 
Arabia was willing lo increase the shipments. 

Earlier Tuesday Pahr said Austria "regret- 
ted and condemned" Israel's decison to 
annex Jerusalem when he spoke during a lun- 
cheon given in honor of Prince Saud.

Iraq briefs French,, PLO envoys 


BAGHDAD. Sept. 17 (Agencies) — Pres- 
ident Saddam Hussein Wednesday asked 
French and Palestinian envoys to convey ver- 
bal messages to their leaders on the conflict 
with Iran, the Iraqi News Agency reported. It 
said Hussein received the French ambassador 
and the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) representative separately to convey 
the message concerning developments on the 
border with Iran, the scene of almost daily 
fighting. 

The agency quoted a defense ministry 


spokesman Tuesday night as saying that Iraqi 
forces had recovered four more posts in the 
border area which were captured by Iran dur- 
ing the former regime, fraq announced at the 
weekend that its forces had captured a strip of 
territory it claimed had been usurped by Iran.

At Baghdad conference 


Crime prevention discussed 


BAGHDAD, Sept. 17 (SPA) — Saudi 
Arabia is taking part in a meeting concerned 
with crimes resulting from economic 
development in Arab states. The conference, 
organized by the Arab Social Defense Organ- 
ization, began Monday. 

The delegates discussed protecting 
economic activity during the present stage of 
development and coordinating legislation in 
order to serve and protect the economy in 
accordance with existing agreements among 
Arab countries. 

Kuwait, Bahrain, North Yemen, Qatar, the 
UAE, Morocco. Lebanon, Palestine, Saudi 
Arabia, Sudan. Algeria, Tunisia. Jordan and 
Iraq are attending the conference. Also par- 
ticipating are professors and experts from the 
universities of Morocco. Baghdad, Kuwait. 
Khartoum and Jordan. 

The Baghdad conference follows the Arab 
interior ministers conference held in Taif on 
Aug. 25. At that meeting, a preventive sec- 
urity plan to confront common problems in 
the Arab states, as well as violations in the 
occupied Arab territories was formulated. In 
addition, the ministers announced their 
intention to set up a Permanent Council of 
Arab Interior Ministers entrusted with study- 
ing security throughout the region. The coun- 
cil will attempt to develop cooperation^ imed 
at raising the standard of Arab security sys- 
tems and at enhancing its capabilities. 

The council also will assist common sec- 
urity institutions financially. 

During the Taif conference. Crown Prince 
Fahd restated the need for Arab solidarity in 


order to meet the challenges facing the Arab 
nation. Foremost among the challenge to 
.Arab security was the issue of Jerusalem, he 
told the conference members. 

Speaking, to the delegates just ten days 
after making a call for Jihad, the Crown 
Prince said Arabs wanted peace. “ We do not 
want to create problems for the world, but if 
we had no choice, we would defend our relig- 
ion and our legitimate rights that were 
usurped by the Zionists enemy.'’ He labeled 
Arab solidarity important for the attai n i ng of 
constructive goals. Fahd reminded the con- 
feres of inter-Arab discords which “should be 
side-stepped for the sake of our common 
interests." 

The prince said challenges facing the Arab 
world can only be confronted by solidifying 
Arab ranks. “Our enemy is strong and has 
influence in many parts of the world," he 
said, adding that “reliance on God and the 
consolidation of our ranks are the only means 
to face the enemy." He said that previous 
meetings of the interior minis ters bad discus- 
sed fighting crime — and it will be discussed 
again because crime is developing and is 
being directed at secure and stable nations 
such as the Arab countries. 

He added that Arab states are suffering 
some kinds of the' developing crime — a feet 
which should not be left unattended. 

Taking the floor next. Interior Minister 
Prince Naif also urged Arab states to work for 
security integration to make up for the lack of 
appropraite legislation and local security 
capability in some countries. He said that in 


preparing the agenda of the conference Saudi 
Arabia stressed that issues to be discussed 
should be practical and implemen table, while 
topics of academic or theoretical nature 
would left to other relevant meetings. 

The conference also was addressed by the 
secretary general of the Arab Social Defense 
Organization and the Arab League Secretary 
General Chedli KlibL 

In another move, the ministers approved 

an Arab center for social defense studies and 

training. The secretary general for the Arab 
soda! Defense Organization was granted 
authority for designing and implementing a 
system for extradition of suspected c riminals 
and the repatriation of convicts. A ministerial 
statement said the conference members 
decided to foster institutions specialized in 
fighting and preventing crime in frontline 
states — those sharing borders with Israel. 

Comprehensive studies on the issue will 
deal with the influx of various peoples and the 
attempts to alter values and pave the way for 
unacceptable behavior. The soda! defense 
agency also will suggest a plan to avoid 
offenses aimed at creating spiritual and moral 
unrest in Arab sodety. 

The ministers also urged the agency to seek 
unity in the penal system under Islamic law. 
The organization will set up a committee of 
law and jurisprudence experts to draw up the 
framework for a model of unified legislation 
resting on the Sharia, Islamic law. Both legal 
and -religious institutions will cooperate in 
this model, the ministers said.

Mideast peace depends 
on Israeli withdrawal 


ROME, Sept. 17 (R) — Iraq and Italy have 
said peace in the Middle East could only be 
achieved by Israel withdrawing its troops 
from occupied Arab territories and’ recog- 
nizing the right of the Palestine people to 

self-determination. 

. A joint communique Tuesday said a com- 
plete withdrawal of Israeli forces from 
occupied Arab territories were the prequiste 
for a lasting peace settlement of the Middle- 
East crisis. 

But this must also include Israers reongni- 
■tion of the legitimate national rights of the 
Palestine people, including that to self 
determination." it said. 

The communique was issued at the end of a 
'five-day official visit to Italy’s of Iraqi vice 
president Izzat Ibrahim, which included leng- 
Thy talk with Italian Prime Minister Fran- 


cesco Cossiga. 

The communique said the two sides foster 
agreed to political, economic, technical and 
military cooperation with Iraq additionally 
pledging to favorable consider Italy's 
increases oil needs. 

The communique also referred to an 
Italian Iraqi cooperation agreement on nuc- 
lear energy for peaceful purposes, which it 
said had aroused some criticism. 

Without going into details the communi- 
que said the nuclear agreement fully con- 
fronted to the international obligations both 
sides had accepted. 

Earlier this year Italian officials denied 
American press reports that Italy had sold 
Iraq equipment which could be used to make 
weapons-grade plutonium. 


Kuwait, Malaysia against 
Soviet role in Afghanistan 


KUALA LUMPUR. Sept. 17 (K) — 
Kuwait and Malaysia have expressed their 
concern over the armed interventions by 
foreign powers in Afghanistan and Kam- 
puchea and called for a political solution to 
both areas, a Malaysian foreign ministry 
spokesman said. The concern of the two 
Islamic countries was expressed Tuesday dur- 
ing talks between Malaysian Prime Minister 
Datuk Hussein Onn and the visiting ruler of 
-Kuwait, Sheikh Jaber Ahmed al-Sabah, the 
spokesman said. 

The two heads of government regretted 
that the conflict in Afghanistan still con-

Israeli inflation soars 
to annual rate of 134%

TEL AVIV. Sept. 17 (R) — Israers infla- 
tion has soared to an annual rate of 134 per 
cent, the world's highest, official figures have 
shown. But Israelis itx>k die news calmly, 
hoping they would be cushioned against the 
worst effects of the increase in the cost of 
living which jumped 8.2 percent in August 
alone, mainly due to higher food and fuel 
prices. Hardly had the figures been 
announced than treasury officials Tuesday 
were making it known that wages would go 
up next month by government ord^r by 
around 20 per cent. 

This is one of the wage rises, which all 
employers must pay every three months. 

The mandatory increases are designed to 
cover 30 per cent of the rise in living costs. 
Separate union bargaining quite often makes 
up the remaining 20 per cent. 

The result is that on the surface the Israeli 
economy functions with every appearance of 
normality, the governor of the Bank of Israel, 
Amon Gafny, told Reuters. 

Gafny said, indexation reaches into most 
aspects of Israeli economic life. Rents are 
attached to the index, as are savings and pen- 
sions. Many enterprises like car rental com- 
panies and hotels express their prices in dol- 
lars which, because of the constant devalua- 
tion in Israeli currency, tend to hold their 
value. 

At the beginning of 1980 the dollar was 
worth 3.6 Israeli shekels. Today it is quoted 
as 5.7 shekels, an increase of some 58 per 
cent which is 1 1 per cent below the cost of 
living increase over that period. 

Goods priced in local currency often go up 
week by week, no businessman will accept 
payment by instalments, except in foreign 
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currency. Anyone paying in Israeli money 
must put cash down at the start. 

Worst hit are the poorest classes who sec 
food prices rising by an annual 1 72 per cent. 
But in general real wages have held steady 
and in some cases increased. How is this 
achieved? Treasury officials admit that it is 
largely done by priming money and then bor- 
rowing funds to back up the currency. Israel 1 s 
external debt now amounts to $16 billion. 

The debt£~ now account for approximately 
one third of Israers annual budget. Another 
third goes on defense. AH other government 
departments have to compete for the remain- 
ing third. Gafny has long pleaded for string- 
ent budget cuts to keep down inflation. 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurwitz made 
strenuous efforts in this year s budget but met 
only partial success, particularly in the 
defense field where most Israelis regard the 
armed forces as sacrosanct. 

Another favorite theme of Gafny is th need 
to keep overall wage costs below the inflation 
level. 

Opposition politicians constantly assail the 
government of Prime Minister Menahcm 
Begin over the sate of inflation. They stress 
that when the Labor Party lost power io 1977 
inflation was only 30 per cent 

A particular criticism is that the govern- 
ment is spending large sums on Jewish set- 
tlements in the occupied West Bank. 

But the indexation cushion Lakes much of 
the sting out of apposition criticism. “One 
trouble with indexation,” Gafny said “is that 
politicians feel less urgency about tackling 
inflation since the problem does not become 
so desperate.” 

Begin candidly admits to a flimsy know- 
ledge of economics and concentrates almost 
all his energies on international affairs. 
Treasury officials insist that cuts in public 
spending and keeping business free from 
government controls will eventually bring the 
economy back into shape.

Mflichip, chairman of West Brom- 
wich Albion i and head of the FA disciplinary 
committee, was speaking only 24 hours after 
he imposed stringent penalties on Sheffield 
Wednesday for the their fans' riot at Oldham. 

“I saw Willie Whitelaw criticize the game 
recently. I would hope the government would 
now take steps to endeavour to puta break to 
the soda! malaise we have in this country." 
said Millichip. 

“Personally I want steps to be taken for a 
return to corporal punishment — * possibly 
caning, who knows?” 

He was supported in his call by FA sec- 
.reaiy Ted : Crocker who said: “I would like to 
see greater use of attendance centers. We 
have to keep hooligans away from football on 
Saturday aftemooas. If f they do misbehave 
they should be excluded from the game.” 



Australians switching to summer soccer 


SYDNEY. Sept. 17 (AFP) — Australian 
soccer is to make its most radical change ever 
next when it switches its main competition 
from winter to summer. 

The reason is to avoid the strong competi- 
tion from other football codes, such as rugby 
league, union, and the local widely-played 
Australian rules football, and to win a great 
share of media exposure. 

Soccer league matches next year will be 
played from October 1981 to May 1982, with 


a short break for Christmas.* During the hot- 
test months of December and January, the 
matches will be played at night. In the mean- 
time. the last autumn- winter season will be 
played from February *to September next 
year. 

The new scheme will have strong support 
in Sydney and Melbourne from the newly- 
formed Ethnic Television Netw ork which will 
provide saturation coverage. 

The Australian football federation has 


gone into business in a big way with proposals 
to inject millions of dollars into the develop- 
ment of Australian football over the.nexi ILL 
years. , 

Football in Australia is celebrating its 
centenary this year. But next year is promis- 
ing to be the busiest in Australian soccer his- 
tory. with the national team playing World 
Cup elimination games and the world youth 
cup finals in Australia next October.

Seoul says Kim must die 


By Jihad Khazen 


SEOUL. Sept. 17 (AP) — A military 
court-martial Wednesday sentenced promi- 
nent South Korean dissident leader Kim 
Dae-Jung to death by hanging on charges of 
plotting to overthrow the government. 

In a six- minute session, Kim was found 
guilty on one of two capital charges he faced 
— conspiracy to commit sedition. 

“Kim Dae-Jung, once a presidential can- 
didate, not only has committed anti-state 
acts, actively sympathizing with the North 
Korean puppet regime's contentions and line 
in disregard of the Republic of Korea's 
national policy of anti- Communism, but also 
has instigated students and created national 
and social confusion which cannot be forgi- 
ven." court legal officer Ll Col. Yang Shin- 
Li said in reading the verdict. 

The court said it was dropping a second 
capital charge, violating the National Sec- 
urity Act, “in consideration of friendly rela- 
tions'' with an unspecified ally. 

The court was apparently referring to 
Japan and a political agreement between the 
two countries not to prosecute Kim for his 
activities while he* was in Japan in 1972-73. 

The court-martial also found 23 of Kim's 
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Kim Dae-Jung 

followers guilty, and handed out sentences 
ranging from two to 20 years imprisonment. 

As presiding judge Maj. Gen. Moon Ung- 
Shik pronounced sentence on Kim, about 10 
of the 26 members oi defendants' families 
present began to sing the South Korean 
national anthem.

Did Giscard accent gift? 


B okas sa backs diamond tale 


PARIS. Sept. 17 (AFP) — The satirical 
weekly Canard Enctudne Wednesday pub- 
lished a telephoned interview with deposed 
Emperor Bokassa of the Central African 
Empire in which he claimed that he had given 
an “unimaginable'' number of diamonds to 
President Valery Giscard cTEsiaing and his 
wife. Anne-Aymone. The weekly said that 
the ex- emperor, deposed one year ago, had 
himself telephoned them from his residence 
in exile in Ivoiy Coast. 

Earlier this year the weekly published 
photocopies of alleged Bokassa documents 
showing that several plaques of diamonds 
had been given" as presents to the French 
president. Giscard d” Estaing has completely 
denied this “with contempt." 

The Central African Republic as it is called 
today possesses several rich diamond fields, 
and French press reports claim that Bokassa, 
during his 14-year rule, often gave diamonds 
away to top-ranking visitors. The French 
president has been on safari in the vast coun- 
try a number of times. 

Wednesday the weekly said that Bokassa, 
referring to gifts of diamonds made to the 
president, said over the telephone: “You 
cannot imagine what I gave to that family 
(Giscard tf Estaing). I assure you, it is unim- 
aginable.'' 

He said that he had given diamonds on four 
occasions — three times to the president and 


once to his wife. 

During the hour-long telephone conversa- 
tion on Sept. 9 which he agreed could be 
recorded and published, Bokassa recalled 
that he and the French president were “inti- 
mate friends' and that he came on hunting 
safaris twice a year over a long period. He 
said that all Bokassa documents so far pub- 
lished as photocopies by die weekly were 
"authentic." 

He stated that Roger Delpey, arrested here 
five months ago on a chaige of treason, was 
his confidant and was aware of the valuable 
gifts he given to the French president and 
members of his family 1 . 

Delpey was arrested after leaving the 
Libyan Embassy and charged with “intellig- 
ence with agents of a foreign country of a 
nature to harm the diplomatic situation of 
France." 

Meanwhile, the weekly announced that 
one of its reporters, Patrice Vautier, was held 
by police in Abidjan for 1 2 hours after meet- 
ing Bokassa. The press has in the past few 
months often referred to France's 
“Diamondgate" without apparently seri- 
ously shaking the French establishment. 

But even Bokassa's description of Giscard 
d* Estaing as an “intimate friend" could be 
harmful owing to the deposed emperor's 
cruelty in the massacre of schoolchildren in 
his capital, Bangui, and evidence that he was 
a cannibal.

Mrs. Kim was not in the court- room. She 
has refused to attend the trial. 

Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich Genscher 
of West Germany has advised the South 
Korean ambassador here of the “difficult 
consequences" the execution of Kim would 
have on relations, the foreign ministry said 
Wednesday. 

Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki 
said his government's concern over the ver- 
dict would be conveyed to Seoul within the 
next few days. Foreign Minister Masayoshi 
Ito told reporters the sentence was severe and 
unexpected by Japanese. 

An estimated 260 persons were killed in 
Kwangju's nine-day uprising, during which 
dissidents took over the city, raided armories 
and police stations for arms and battled with 
army paratrooper units. 

Thirteen of Kim's followers were accused 
of taking part in or helping plan those inri- 
deuts, and ten others were charged with 
illegal political activity. 

Kim and most of the 23 others were 
arrested May 17, following the several days 
of large, student-led anti-government 
demonstrations in Seoul. 

Then LL Gen. Chun Doo-Hwan and other 
military leaders pushed through a nation- 
wide extension of martial law at a cabinet 
session that night, andjaunched wi desp read 
raids across the city, arresting many promi- 
nent political and dissident figures. 

Kim claimed during the trial he was held 
for the next two months in a basement room, 
stripped and questioned daily “to the very 
point short of torture." 

He was not allowed to see anyone until just 
a few days before the trial opened Aug. 14. 
Lawyers were appointed for him and other 
defendants, but the 1 54-page indictment was 
not revealed until the opening day of the trial. 

During the month-long trial, the prosecu- 
tion produced only one witness — a student 
who testified that one of the defendants 
attended a political meeting be had denied 
being at. The prosecution refused to produce 
a Kwangju student who was key to their 
charge that Kim funded the Kwangju rebel- 
lion. Instead, it introduced a deposition from 
him claiming he received money from the 
dissident leader for the uprising. 

Almost all tile defendants repudiated writ- 
ten statements they made during pre-trial 
questioning, and many claimed they were tor- 
tured into making them.

Soviets demand soldier 


WASHINGTON, SepL 17 (AP) — The 
Soviet Union was reported Wednesday to 
have demanded that the U.S. Embassy in 
Afghanistan hand over a Soviet soldier who 
has been granted temporary refuge at the 
mission. 

The State Department said Tuesday the 
United States has no intention of returning 
the soldier to Soviet custody. Department 
spokesman John Trattner said Washington is 
engaged in discussions with Soviet, Afghan 
and U.N. authorities in an effort to fulfill the 
soldier s wishes. 

. What exactly those wishes are remains 
undear, as no one at the U.S. Embassy in 
Kabul speaks fluent Russian, sources said. 
The soldier, described only as a private or 
corpora] from a construction brigade, slipped 
past Afghan security into the compound 
Monday. 

The State Department, amid concern that 
either the Soviets or Afghans may try to 
retrieve the soldier by force, has “made it 
deaf’ that Washington holds Moscow 
responsible for the safety and well-being of 
the 14 Americans stationed at the mission. 
Undersecretary of State David Newsom 
summoned Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin to the department Monday to pre- 
sent the U.S. position. 

^Wednesday's edition of the New York 
Times reported that Newsom asked that Mos- 
cow use its influence in Afghanistan to 
arrange for the soldief s safe conduct out of 
the war-tom nation. The paper said Moscow is 
insisting that he be returned. 

Moscow's request for the man's return was

WASHINGTON, Sept 17 (R) — A new 
public opinion poll issued as President Jimmy 
Carter wound up a hectic two-day campaign 
trip shows him surging ahead of Republican 
rival Ronald Reagan after trailing badly only 
a month ago. 

The CBS News ’New York Times survey, 
aired Tuesday night on' CBS and published 
Wednesday in the Times, said Carter led 
Reagan by 38 to 35 per cent. Independent 
John Anderson had 14 per cent. 

. Reagan led in the same poll a month ago by 
43 to 27 per cent and Anderson had 13 per 
cent. The poll, which follows other surveys 
showing Carter making ground since the 
Democratic Party nominated him again as its 
presidential candidate, was disclosed as he 
ended a campaign tour of four states. 


LONDON, SepL 17 (AP) — Gold prices 
rose about $10 an ounce in Europe Wednes- 
day morning and the dollar was narrowly 
lower against most leading currencies. 

London’s five bullion houses fixed the 
morning gold price at $67825 a troy ounce, 
up from $669.50 late Tuesday. 

In Zurich, the metal sold for a median 
$678.50 up from $668.50. Earlier in Hong 
Kong, gold rose $10.04 to close at $675.45 
following strong overnight gains in New 
York. 

Dealers attributed the buying to worries 
over ail pricing following disagreement 
among delegates to the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries conference in 
Vienna. 

Silver rose in London where it was quoted 
at $21 .85 an ounce, up from $20.05. Foreign 
exchanges were mostly quiet in Europe. 
"People are waiting for the outcome of the 
OPEC meeting," said one dealer. The British 
pound traded at $2.3& 

Earlier in Tokyo, the dollar continued to 
fall against the Japanese yen, closing at 
21 1.60 yen from Tuesday’s 211.85 finish, a 
loss of 5 yen in the past week.

SALISBURY, SepL 17 (AFP) — Armed 
forces chief Peter Walls was relieved of his 
command Tuesday by state President Canaan 
Banana, Prime Minister Robert Mugabe told 
parliament here Wednesday. 

The president was acting in his role as 
commander- in- chief of the country’s armed 
forces, Mugabe said. 


MIAMI, Florida, SepL 1 7 (Agencies) — A 
Delta Airlines plane taken over by two 
Cubans on a flight from Atlanta left Havana 
Wednesday after the pair surrendered to 
Cnban authorities. 

The Boeing 727 left its destinations, South 
Carolina, Columbia, at 3 :30 a jn. after refuel- 
ing and arrived in Havana at 5:30 a.tn. the 
104 passengers and seven crew were not 
allowed to leave the plane during the refuel- 
ing. Federal bureau of investigation agents 
watched the operation from a distance. 

Shortly before the plane arrived at Colum- 
bia, the captain radioed that two Cubans had 
taken it over. 

The takeover was the tenth since Aug. 10. 
Tuesday the Cuban Communist Party news- 
paper Gramma warned that' Havana would 
take stronger action against hijackers, many 
of whom were Cuban refugees who fled to the 
United States in the spring and now wanted 
to return home. U.S. authorities said they 
hoped the announcement would deter hijac- 
kers. 


TEHRAN. Sept. 17 (AP; — Resolution of
